NEW   YEAR.    NEW    ERA 
As     New     Decade     Begins.     In 

common  with  the  re^t  of  the  na- 
tion, Princeton  looked  to  the  on- 
rushing  decade  of  the  "sixties 
with  a  mixture  of  pleasant  anti- 
cipation and  wonderment  as  to 
what  "major  surprises  it  might  un- 
fold. Even  putting  aside  the  more 
dramatic  developments  which 
seem  certain  to  take  place  In  the 
allied  fields  o(  science  and  the 
Space  Age.  questions  as  to  what 
this  community  would  be  like  by 
the  time  the  present  decade  end- 
ed provided  a  full  measure  of  op- 
portunity  for   intriguing   specula- 

As  1950  dawned,  the  extensive 
housing  boom  that  has  dominated 
the  current  decade  was  just  be- 
ginning to  make  itself  felt.  That 
year,  the  U,S.  Census  Bureau  re- 
ported a  combined  population  for 
Borough  and  Township  of  17.637: 
how  close  to  doubling  that  figure 
would  Princeton  be  by  19707 

Save  for  major  development 
planned  by  the  University,  and 
anticipated  changes  in  the  center 
of  town  wrought  by  Urban  Re- 
newal, the  face  of  Princeton  Bor- 
ough is  unlikely  to  be  greatly 
altered  in  the  next  ten  years.  Tn 
Princeton  Township,  however,  the 
Master  Plan  calls  for  building 
many  a  new  road  that  is  now 
merely  a  dotted  line,  and  nu- 
merous areas  are  probable  sites 
for  major  real  estate  develop- 
ments, for  research  or  for  educa- 
tional centers. 

Traffic  control,  an  increasing 
municipal  headache  in  each  suc- 
ceeding year  of  the  'fifties,  will 
continue  to  play  its  part  in  sketch-

Biggest  alteration  on  the 
the  long-awaited^ 
Route  206-  By-Pass,  extending 
somewhere  from  the  north  of 
Rocky  Hill,  past  Kingston  to  a 
junction  with  U.S.  1. 

Many  anotJier  de\elopmyil. 
some  predictable,  others  unfor- 
seen,  would  make  themselves  felt 
in  the  communily  during  the  up- 
coming decade.  None,  however, 
would  have  the  lasting  beneficial 
impact  that/achievement  of  con- 
solidation would  mean.  Converse- 
ly, if  it  is  not  effected  by  the 
people  long  .before  the  approach- 
ing decade  has  run  its  course,  the 
cost  of  such  neglect  will  be  billed 
annually  to  one  generation  of 
Princetonians  after  another. 

In  Borough  Hall  on  Friday  at 
noon,  and  four  hours  l^tvr  in 
Township  Hall,  officials  who  will 
guide  Princeton  through  its  first 
year  of  the  new  decade  will 
gather  for  the  annual  reorganiza- 
tion meetings.  Ahead  of  them— 
as  veterans  ar^d  neophytes  alike 
well  know— are  countless  hours 
of  work  at  little  or  no  pay.  oc- 
casional villification  by  the  self- 
ish and  the  short-sighted  —  and 
rarely-spoken  appreciation  from 
a  communily  benefitting  hugely 
from  volunteer  government. 

In  the  Borough,  five  elected  of- 
ficials will  begin  new  terms : 
Mayor  Raymond  F.  Male,  first 
Democrat  to  be  re-named  to  the 
position  in  more  than  a  quarter- 
century;  and  Councilmen  Alfred 
E.  Sorenson  and  William  H.  Walk- 
er 2d,  the  latter  the  only  two 
Republican  members  of  the  gov- 
erning body.  Also  taking  office 
will  be  a  new  tax  collector,  Theo- 
dore E.  Stratton,  while  assessor 
Edward  G.  Warren  begins  a  new 
four-year  term. 

Council's  make-up  retains  the 
4-2  majority  enjoyed  by  the  De- 
mocrats when  the  year  began. 
Continuing  in  office  are  Richard 
W.  Colman,  Dan  D.  Coyle.  Rich- 
ard A.  Lester  and  John  B.  Red- 
ding. Mayor  Male's  annual  ad- 
dress will  feature  the  ceremonies, 
with  a  buffet  luncheon  open  to  the 
public  scheduled  to  follow  at  the 
Harrison  Street  Firehouse. 

In  the  Township,  the  Republi- 
cans will  retain  their  4-1  majority 
as  Thomas  P.  Cook  is  sworn  in  to 
start  a  three-year  term  as  a  re- 
placement for  James  G.  Camp- 
bell Jr.  John  S.  Mount  begins  a 
second  term;  Republicans  R. 
Kenneth  Fairman  and  Stanley  C. 
Smoyer  and  Democrat  William 
W.  Marvel  are  the  holdovers. 
Walter  S.  Foster  Jr.  will  start  a 
new  term  as  the  municipality's 
lax  collector. 

WHAT  HAPPENED? 

In  1959.  It  was  a  year  of  con- 
tinuing growth  in  almost  every 
aspect  of  life  in  the  community 
and  its  environs.  .  .everything 
went  up:  new  houses,  new 
schools,  new  research  plants,  tax- 
es, rateables  and  the  population. 

It  was  Urban  Renewal  year  in 
the  Borough  "and  Master  Plan 
year  in  the  Township.  .  .as  1960 
bowed  in,  the  Borough's  "number 
one  subject"  had  also  become  a 
subject  for  Township  discussion, 
with  both  municipalities  sched- 
uled to  consider  the  incendiary 
possibility  of  joint  public  housing

Bl  DtiET  UP  $100,000 
For  Borou^  ScJiooIs.  A  pro- 
jmsed  budget  of  $1,507,730  for  U*e 
school  year  1960-61  was  an- 
nounced Tuesday  by  the  Bv>r\>ugh 
Board  of  Education.  The  new- 
budget  represents  an  increase  of 
$101,698  over  that  of  the  current 
year. 

Almost  tow-thirds  of  the  iTk- 
crfase  will  l>e  paid  far  by  raises 
in  tuition  fix>m  sending  districts, 
which  will  bring  in  $65,302  In  ad- 
ditional rev-enue.  The  renwiining 
$36,396,  which  must  be  raised  by 
the  Borough,  is  expected  to  boost 
the  loc<al  tax  rate  for  school  pur- 
poses by  approximately  13  points. 

Main  rea9on  for  the  higher 
builget  is  Uhe  new  teacher  salai-y 
schedule  adopted  in  November  by 
the  Boai-ds  of  Education  of  lx>th 
the  &>rou^  and  Township.  This 
budget  reflects  50  percent  of  the 
proposed  teacher  salary  increase. 
with  an  additional  ^  percent 
scheduled  to  be  budgeted  for 
1961-62  and  the  final  2S  percent 
in  1962-63. 

In  a  stiatemCTit  issued  at  the 
time  of  the  budget  announcement 
this  week,  the  Borough  Board  of 
Education  said  that  both  the  Bor- 
ough and  Township  boards  felt 
tlial  "Che  proposed  salary  adjust- 
ments were  proper  and  necessary 
in  order  to  attract  and  retain  the 
quality  teachers  demanded  by  our 
community."  Acceptance  of  the 
new  salary  schedule,  the  l>oai-d 
added,  would  place  both  the  Bor- 
ough and  Township  "in  a  de- 
sirable position  to  obtain  well- 
qualified  teachers." 

Henring  January  1l.  In  addition 
to  the  teacher  salary  increases, 
the  $100,000  increase  in' the  school 
budget  would'  cover  pay  raises 
for  nieml)ei's  of  the  secretarial, 
^custodial  and  cafeteria  staffs.  Al- 
"ao  included  is  $5,000  to  provide 
for  additional  textbooks  and 
sch(>ol    suppli 
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Princet»>n  High  School.  All  in- 
terested cili/ens  are  invited  to  at- 
tend. The  budget  will  come  up 
for  approval  by  tlv"  voters  at  the 
regular  school  election,  scheduled 
for  February  9.

"The  New  Jersey  Slate  Depart- 
ment of  Health  bureau  of  Public 
Health  Engineering  conducted  a 
sanitary  survey  of  specific  potable 
water  and  sewage  problems  in 
Princeton  Township  in  June  of 
1959.  This  study  was  conducted 
upon  the  request  of  this  Local 
Health  Department  through  the 
office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  when  conditions  requiring 
the  opinions  of  experts  in  the 
field  of  public  health  were  neces- 
sary- in  order  to  arrive  at  some 
practical  and  feasible  solutions. 

■■Enclosed  please  find  the  report 
that  was  submitted  by  the  State 
with  regard  to  all  the  areas  in 
question  and  especially  the  one 
which  concerns  you,  Heather 
Lane.  I  am  sure  that  you  will  find 
that  the  information  which  you 
have,  regarding  the  overflow  of 
septic  material  is  entirejy  errone- 
ous, and  that  the  extension  of  sew- 
er lines  was  not  a  judgment  made 
by  this  local  Hcallh  Omcer."

HOW'S  BrSINESS? 

"About  the  Same,"  Shop-keep- 
ers up  and  down  Nassau  Street 
and  around  the  Shopping  Center 
Mall  report  a  generally  satisfac- 
tory Christmas  buying  season.  In 
an  informal  Town  Toi'ics  poll. 
the  replies  to  "How  did  businesa 
go?"  range  from  "so-so"  (a  liq- 
uor store)  to  "excellent  —  best 
ever,  without  question,"  (a  cloth- 
ing shop.) 

Ledgers  are  still  to  be  totaled, 
of  course,  and  no  definite  figures 
are  available,  but  one  specialty 
shop  was  able  to  pinpoint  business 
as  3  percent  over  1958. 

"Last  year  was  a  good  year." 
said  one  shop  owner  who  special- 
izes in  expensive  gift  iiems."  and 
this  year  was  just  about  the  some. 
I  could  have  been  happier,  I 
guess,  but  I  wasn't  unhappy." 

The  specialty  shop  report  ing 
the  3  percent  increase  said  that 
each  year  it  has  been  in  buRiness 
has  been  better  than  the  year  be- 
fore. A  new  store  open  for  its 
first  Christmas  was  pleasantly 
surprised  with  the  number  of 
people  who  came  to  buy. 

"There  was  a  little  more  bar- 
gaining this  year."  said  a  men's 
clothing  store  owner.  "None  of 
the  usual  spirit  of  who-cares- 
about-money-il's  Christmas,  but 
we  did  all  right  anyway."  , 

Christmas  shoppers  started  out 
earlier  this  year,  said  one  store 
owner,  adding  that  the  shop  had 
more  out-of-town  customers  than 
before.  Shoppers  also  kept  going 
longer,  apparently,  because  one 
appjiance  firm  said  that  staying 
operw  the  day  before  Christmas 
was  "very  profitable  for  us."  This 
firm  did  very  well  on  an  over-all 

Two  stores  reported  higher  sales 
of  expensive  items  than  they  had 
expected.  One.  a  furniture  store, 
sold  more  big  pieces  than  small. 
But  on  the  other  side  of  the  .edg- 
er.  another  store  In  the  same  lino 
sold  more  small  pieces  than  large. 

The  owner  of  a  shop  which  sells 
things  for  children  reported  that 
sales  figures  had  not  been  totaled 
yet,  but  that  business  seemed  to 
be  just  like  last  year— which  was 
very  good  Indeed. 

'■I  always  judge  the  state  of 
business,"  said  this  !ady-behind- 
the-counter,  "by  my  own  phy.sical 
fatigue,  and  things  must  have 
been  fine  this  year  becau-se  I'm 
just  exhausted."
